Flu Shots Now Mandatory For

Nearly all Massachusetts 
students under the age of 
30 will be required to get 
flu shots starting this year 
as state officials aim to stop 
the spread of influenza in 
light of the coronavirus pan- 
demic. 

The Department of Pub- 


lic Health annouriced the 
new requirement on Aug. 
19, saying that making the 
influenza vaccine manda- 
tory for students is an im- 
portant step to reduce flu-re- 
lated illness and the overall 
impact of respiratory illness 
during the pandemic. 
“Every year, thousands 


of people of all-ages are af- 
fected by influenza, leading 
to many hospitalizations and 
deaths,” Dr. Larry Madoff, 
medical director of the 
DPH’s Bureau of Infectious 
Disease and Laboratory Sci- 
ences, said in a statement. 
“Tt is more important now 
than ever to get a flu vaccine

The purpose of this ral- 
ly is to highlight the ways 
structural racism doesn’t 
stop at city limits: racial ‘and 
ethnic minority residents of 
Quincy also experience ad- 
verse health impacts due to 
systemic racism. 

“Research has shown 
time and time again that 
the structural inequities of 
racism result in myriads of 
adverse health outcomes for 
Black people. Acknowledg- 


ing the problem is abso- 
lutely necessary as the first 
step towards solving it,” 
said Denise Lin, a founder 
of Quincy for Transforma- 
tive Change. 

Declaring racism a pub- 
lic health crisis is a pub- 
lic acknowledgement that 
structural inequality and 
systemic racism have cre- 
ated a never-ending pan- 
demic and such an action 
is a public commitment to 


improving the quality. of 


life and health of Quincy’s 


racial and ethnic minorities, 
organizers said. 

“Racial inequities in 
Quincy take the form of 
unequal access to housing, 
healthcare and education. 
All of these inéquities lead 
to unequal outcomes based 
on race and income. When 
we value Black lives, we 
will improve access to these 
basic necessities for all 
working people in Quincy,” 
said Joe Herosy, table coor- 
dinator of the South Shore 
Education Justice Alliance.

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Officials Push For Court Video Conferencing 


Norfolk County Sher- 
iff Jerry P. McDermott was 
joined by state Rep. Alyson 
M. Sullivan (R-Abington), 
former Norfolk County 
Sheriff Michael G. Bellotti, 
and several other ‘officials 
from across the state at the 
Norfolk County Correc- 
tional Center Aug. 18 to an- 
nounce legislation recently 
filed by Sullivan, which 
would call for court video 
conferencing inorder. to 
improve court security and 
efficiency, as well as re- 
duce prisoner transportation 
costs. 

At the onset of the pan- 
demic, the courts were 
forced to issue emergency 
orders that all court hearings 
must be video conferenced, 
and that trials requiring the 
testimony of witnesses be 
postponed until the fall. The 
Sullivan Bill, HD.5204, mir- 
rors the Court’s emergency 
orders and would make 
those orders permanent by 
statute. The bill would also 


provide for -the long over- 
due implementation of the 
Massachusetts Corrections 
Master Plan to replace the 
existing, inadequate . and 
under-staffed local police 
lock-ups with Regional De- 
tention Centers in the exist- 
ing facilities of the Sheriff’s 
Offices. 

In a 2015 state audit of 
just one Sheriff’s Office, the 
State Auditor determined 
in an 18-month period, that 
upwards of two million dol- 
lars in payroll costs alone 
were incurred for prisoner 
court transportation. The 
state auditor recommended 
maximizing the use of court 
video conferencing equip- 
ment provided to all courts 
in the state, to reduce costs 
and increase public safety. 

“It took a pandemic to 
fully utilize and maximize 
the use of video conferenc- 
ing equipment and _ infra- 
structure, provided to ev- 
ery courthouse in the state 
by the Legislature and the 


Sheriffs, led by then Mas- 
sachusetts Sheriffs’ Asso- 
ciation President, Michael 
Bellotti,” said Sheriff Jerry 
McDermott. “Without this 
equipment and infrastruc- 
ture, as well as, trained staff 
in place in each Sheriff’s 
Office, the courts would 
have been unable to. func- 
tion during the pandemic.” 
“We cannot move back- 
ward to a time just four 
months ago when thou- 
sands of unnecessary. court 
trips took place. It is time to 
move forward and make the 
success of the emergency 
orders permanent,” said Sul- 
livan. “I welcome the op- 
portunity to work with Nor- 
folk County Sheriff, Jerry P. 
McDermott, former Norfolk 
County Sheriff, Michael G. 
Bellotti, the Department 
of Corrections, the Office 
of Public Safety, as well as 
State and local law enforce- 
ment and the Legislature to 
make the efforts begun by 


the Legislature and Sheriffs 
to be successfully complet- 
ed in enacting this important 
public safety and cost reduc- 
tion initiative.” 

“This legislation — will 
maximize system wide use 
of court video conferencing 
for prisoner court appear- 
ances, saving millions of 
dollars in court transporta- 
tion costs, as well as, the re- 
duction of the potential for 
violence and the introduc- 
tion of weapons and drugs,” 
said former Sheriff Bellotti. 

Middlesex County Sher- 
iff Peter Koutoujian, Dukes 
County Sheriff Robert Og- 
den, Nantucket County 
Sheriff James Perelman, 
Hampden County .

Mass. Transportation returns to Quincy Sept. 1 for the first 
time in 12 years when the long-awaited MBTA South Shore ex- 
tension opens officially. 

A variety, of festivities are planned at the North Quincy, Wol- 
laston and Quincy Center stations to mark the big occasion. 

It will be the first time trains have operated between Quincy 
and Boston since the defunct Old Colony Line shut down in 
1959. 

The multi-million dollar MBTA line is a “first” for Quincy — . 
its first rapid transit commuter service ever. 

On hand to greet the new MBTA trains will be dignitaries 
headed by Governor Francis W. Sargent, former Governor John 
A. Volpe, now Secretary of Transportation, Mayor James R. 
McIntyre and City Council members as well as officials of the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority. 

South Shore residents will be re-introduced to trains after a 
12-year absence with free rides from Quincy to the “South Por- 
tal” interchange near Columbia station as guests of the MBTA.

Be If I Die?

Dear Rusty: I am 76 years old and began collecting So- 
cial Security when I retired at the age of 62. My wife also 
began collecting SS when she turned 62 based on my ben- 
efits. She did not work enough to qualify on her own for 
Social Security benefits. My question is, how much will my 
wife receive after my death? Will she receive what I receive 
now, or will it be a percentage of the total that we both re- 
ceive? Or will it be based on just my benefits alone or some 
other formula? Signed: An Inquisitive Senior 

Dear Inquisitive: Your wife’s survivor benefit as your 
widow will. be based upon your Social Security benefit 
alone. Usually a surviving spouse receives the same amount 
the deceased spouse was receiving at death, if that is more 
than the survivor is already receiving, and if the survivor 
has reached their full retirement age. However, in your case, 
if you should predecease your wife there’s a special rule 
which may benefit her because you claimed your benefit at 
age 62. 

That rule says that because you claimed before your full 
retirement age (FRA), your wife’s benefit as your survivor 
should be at least 82.5% of the benefit you were entitled to 
at your full retirement age (66), even though you actually 
claimed at age 62. And because your benefit was reduced 
- by 25% when you took it at age 62, your wife’s benefit as 
your widow may actually be more than you are receiving 
when you pass. This special rule is known as the “widow 
limit,” which stipulates that a surviving spouse is entitled to 
the greater of what the deceased was receiving while alive, 
or 82.5% of the deceased’s “primary insurance amount” or 
“PIA,” which is the amount due at full retirement age. 

Here’s an example: If your FRA benefit amount was 
$1500/month, then your age 62 amount when you claimed 
was. $1125. cee: to the eset rule, your wife would

There 
might be a little grumbling 
that the policies “are too 
long” or that “it takes too 
much time,” remind them 
of the importance of know- 
ing what they are signing 
up for and insist that they 
are read. Then, take time 
‘to learn and understand the 
privacy settings on each of 
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the apps and games. Less is 
more when it comes to shar- 
ing information. 

Don’t share your loca- 
tion. Nearly every app au- 
tomatically tracks a user’s 
location. From placing an 
online order for groceries or 
fast food to playing an on- 
line game, review the apps 
on all of your devices to 
see which ones are tracking 
your location. Then, if it’s 
not needed, look in the set- 
tings to see how to disable 
this feature. Advise a friend 
or family member to avoid 
geo-tagging their posts with 
their location. Why? For ex- 
ample, you don’t want to an- 
nounce the fact your family 
is vacationing out of state 
while. the house sits emp- 
ty. A simple review of the 
geo-tagged post will reveal 
where you really are. 

Use parental controls 
if necessary. Although the 
best way to keep a child’s 
online privacy safe is to 
teach them to manage it 
themselves, it doesn’t hurt 
to have their backs by us- 
ing parental controls. Today 
Android, iOS, and most web 
browsers offer built-in fea- 
tures that allow parents to 
monitor their children’s. on- 
line activities, but third-par- 
ty apps are available as well. 
Research the option that 
works best. Follow through 
with the child the reasons 
why you’re monitoring their 
activities. 

Share with care and 
remember, personal in- 
formation is like money.

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Binge Drinking: A Path To Destruction Not A Rite Of Passage 
A Message From Ruth Jones, City Of Quincy Health Commissioner

Excéssive drinking over 
~a brief period of time is re- 
ferred to as binge drinking. 
In order to be considered 
a “binge,” the drinker’s 
blood alcohol concentration 
(BAC) must reach or exceed 
0.08 grams per 100 grams 
of blood. This usually hap- 
pens when a male consumes 
5 or more drinks or a female 
consumes 4 or more drinks 
over the course of approxi- 
mately 2 hours. While some 
college students declare 
they’re only trying to have 
a good time, patterns of 
excessive drinking can be 
hazardous and lead to dev- 
astating consequences. This 
approach to drinking poses 
serious health and safety 
risks, including car crashes, 
drunk-driving arrests, sex- 
ual assaults, and injuries. 
Over the Iong term, repeated 
binge drinking can damage 
the liver and other organs. 
Harmful and underage 
college drinking are signifi- 
cant public health problems, 
and take an immense toll 
on the academic and social 


ing habits, and the college 
environment can intensify 
the problem. According to 
a national survey, almost 60 
percent of college students 
ages 18-22 drank alcohol in 
the past month, and almost 
2 out of 3 of them engaged 
in binge drinking during 
that same timeframe. Drink- 
ing affects college students, 
their families, and entire 
college communities. Re- 
searchers estimate that each 
year: 

¢ About 1,825 college 
students between the ages 
of 18 and 24 die from al- 
cohol-related unintentional 
injuries, including motor- 
vehicle crashes. 

¢ About 696,000 students 
between the ages of 18 and 
24 are assaulted by another 
student who has been drink- 
ing. 

¢ About 599,000 receive 
unintentional injuries while 
under the influence of alco- 
hol 


¢ About 97,000 students - 


between the ages of 18 and 
24 report experiencing alco- 


hol-related sexual assault or

¢ Binge drinkers who 
utilized alcohol at. least 3 
times per week, were about 
6 times more likely than 
those who drank but never 
binged, to perform poorly 
on a test or project as a re- 
sult of drinking and 5 times 
more likely to have missed 
a class. 

¢ About 20 percent of 
college students meet the 
criteria for an Alcohol Use 
Disorder. 

¢ Other problems include 
suicide attempts, unsafe sex, 
and driving ur-der the influ- 
ence of alcohol, as well as 
vandalism, property dam- 
age, and involvement with 
the police.

a vulnerable time for heavy 
drinking and alcohol-related 
after-effects because of stu- 
dent expectations and social 
pressures at the beginning 
of the academic year. Some 
identify binge drink as a 
way to meet people and fit 
in, while others undertake 
binge drinking as a way to 
block out underlying prob- 
lems, Many who are on their 
own for the first time, battle 
with loneliness as they ad- 
just to life away from fam- 
ily and friends. When these 
feelings intensify, depres- 
sion can set in. Excessive 
drinking only exacerbates 
these feelings, and can lead 
to cyclical drinking behav- 
ior. 

To avoid binge drinking 
and its consequences, it is 
recommended that all who 
drink track the number of 


drinks they consume over a’ 


given period of time. To ac- 
complish this, it is crucial to 
know exactly what counts 
as a drink. In the United 
States, a standard drink 
contains about 14 grams of 
pure alcohol, which is found 
in: 12 ounces of beer with 
5. percent alcohol content, 
5 ounces of wine with 12 


beer, an over-poured glass 
of wine, or a single mixed 
drink could contain signifi- 
cantly more alcohol than a 
standard drink. In addition, 
while alcohol concentra- 
tions listed are typical, there 
are considerable inconsis- 


tencies in alcohol content . 


within each type of bever- 
age (¢.g., beer, wine, dis- 
tilled spirits). 

Thousands of college 
students are brought to 
emergency rooms each year 
for alcohol poisoning. This 
occurs when excessive lev- 
els of alcohol suppress the 
nervous and respiratory sys- 
tems and the body struggles 
to purge itself of toxins pro- 
duced from the breakdown 
of alcohol. Signs of this 
treacherous condition can 
include: 

¢ Mental confusion, stu- 
por, coma or the person can- 
not be roused 

* Vomiting 

¢ Slow or _ irregular 
breathing 

¢ Hypothermia or low 
body temperature, bluish or 
pale skin 

Alcohol poisoning can 
lead to permanent brain 
damage or death, so anyone 
exhibiting any of these signs 

As a general rule, the 


~ most éffective interventions 
- in college alcohol mediation 


consist of a range of coun- 
seling options and policies 
related to sales and access. 
The most significant chance 
for creating a safer campus

will probably come from a 
combination of individual 
and environmental inter- 
ventions that merge to-am- 
plify positive effects. Strong 
leadership from a concerned 
college administration, in 
conjunction with an en- 
gaged campus community 
and an inclusive program of 
evidence-based approaches, 
can assist in addressing de- 
structive student drinking. 
An often-overlooked deter- 
rent involves the continu- 
ing influence of parents. 
Research demonstrates, that 
students who .choose not 
to drink, frequently do so 
because their parents dis- 
cussed alcohol use and its 
adverse consequences with 
them well before entering 
college. Teaching conse- 
quences and responsibility 
before a student ever sets 
foot on campus may help to 
lessen the sad statistics asso- 
ciated with this perilous rite 
of passage.

Financial pressure is a

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Smallwood says to iden- 
tify specific financial pres- 
sures, focus on the follow- 
ing areas: 

* Family. “The key to a 
successful wealth plan is not 
just the numbers,” .Small- 
wood says. “What matters 
is the family dynamics — 
spouse, ex-spouses, chil- 
dren, parents, siblings, and 
in-laws. And right now, 
changes within a home can 
be ‘tremendous because of 
the virus.” There are busi- 
ness struggles and cash- 
flow issues. Meanwhile, 
children are at home more 
because schools are uncer- 
tain of when they will be in 
session, Smallwood says the 
ages, health, and financial 
situations of all the individ- 
ual members of the family 
can have an impact on the 
overall finances. 

* Income. “The major- 
ity of people have less than 
$50,000 in the bank,” Small- 
wood says, “and they have 
more in qualified and non- 
qualified assets. Where most 
balance. sheets fall down is 
by looking only at income. 
You also want to look at all 
of the liabilities and future 
liabilities, and how assets 
and interests will determine 
income and cover your obli- 
gations in the future.” 

* Taxes. Knowing the de- 
tails of your taxes can lead 
to better planning around 
them and lessen that pres- 
sure point. “Most. people 
do not know what they re- 
ally pay in federal or, state 
taxes,” Smallwood - ‘says. 
“If you look at the income 
and understand where the 
taxes are, you can begin to 
find ‘strategies for reducing 
the amount of income that 
shows up on a tax return, 
but still get money back and 
grow the wealth.” 

* Savings. What per- 
centage of income are you 
actually saving, and where 
is going? “If it’s going to a 
retirement plan, we want to 
know whether any available 
employer match is being 
maximized,” Smallwood 
says. “Is the savings being 
built up in life insurance 
cash values or annuities? 
But when it comes to sav- 
ing, it’s all about the habit 
itself,” 

* Debt structure. Debt 
can include everything from 
credit cards to car loans, 
mortgages to student loans. 
“The key with debt -is to 


. look at how it is structured,” 


Smallwood says. “Is the 
cash flow optimal? Paying. 
off debt is a form of savings, 
but if it’s done the wrong 
way, you won't have enough 
liquidity.” eh Sides

Quincy was 
among those municipalities 
designated as a green com- 


munity on Aug. 19 and stu- 
dents at,the city’s two high 
schools are slated to start 
the school year learning re- 
motely. 

The guidance states that 
the MIAA “will develop a 
timeline for looking at data 
prior to the start of each 
season to determine which 
color-coded designation a 
district should fall into for 
the purposes of engaging 
in sports.” It suggests, for 
example, that Sept. 1 could 
be used as date to determine 
initial eligibility for the fall 
season, which could be re- 
checked on Oct. |.

The operator agreed and was walked to the rear of the 
vehicle. The detective identified himself as a detective from 
the Quincy Police and advised the operator of his rights per 
Miranda. Detectives asked the operator who had just been 
in and out of his car at Home Depot and he said “it was my 
boy, he owed me $360 for a pair of Gucci sneakers I sold 
him a while ago.” 

The detective asked what the male’s name was and he 

said that he didn’t know. The detective asked if there were 
any drugs in the car and he said “Yea I have some weed.” 
Based on the large fold of currency in the cup holder, their 
previous observations, and the male admitting to having 
marijuana in the car, a detective opened the center con- 
sole and saw two large knotted bags and a heat-sealed bag 
containing what he recognized as marijuana. The operator 
(Defendant #1) was placed under arrest. The Explorer was 
towed to Schlager’s where a more thorough search could be 
conducted safely. 

Inside the Explorer, detectives located two baby bottles, 
each of which contained a small amount of pink liquid be- 
lieved to be Codeine and two digital scales. 

Simultaneously the Altima was followed as it traveled 
from Burgin Parkway to Newport Ave. At the intersection 
of Newport Ave. and Furnace Brook Parkway a decision 
was made to stop the Altima after learning that officers had 
recovered money and numerous bags of marijuana from the 
Explorer.

Census Takers In City: 
What You Should Know

I have heard that Census takers will be in the city for the 
next few weeks to visit homes that haven’t yet responded to 


the 2020 census. I don’t have specific areas/days of where 


they will be. 

Here is some helpful information in case they come to 
your house. This information was taken from the 2020cen- 
sus.gov website. : 

What To Expect: 

Census takers will wear masks and follow local public 
health guidelines when they visit your home. All census tak- 
ers complete a virtual COVID-19 training on social distanc- 
ing and other health and safety protocols before beginning 
their work in neighborhoods. 

Census takers are hired from your area, and their goal 
is to help you and everyone in your home be. counted in 
the 2020 Census. If the census taker who visits your home 
does not speak your language, you may request a return visit 
from a census taker who does speak your language. 

Census takers work between 9 a.m. and 9 p.m., including 
weekends (**PLEASE NOTE THE TIMES**). If no one 
is home when the census taker visits, the census taker will 
leave a notice of their visit with information about how to 
respond online, by phone or by mail. 

If you respond online or by phone today, a census taker 
is less likely to have to visit your home to collect your re- 
sponse. ' 

How Can You Verify That 
Someone Is A Census Taker? 

If someone visits your home this year to collect informa- 
tion for the 2020 Census, check to make sure they have a 
valid ID badge with their photograph, a U.S. Department 
of Commerce watermark, and an expiration date. Census 
workers may.also carry Census Bureau bags and other 
equipment with the Census Bureau logo. 

If you still have questions about their identity, you can 
contact the regional census center to speak with a Census 
Bureau Representative at 212-882-1700. If you determine 
that the visitor who came to your door does not work for the 
Census Bureau, contact our dispatch at 617.479.1212.

with 12 rounds in the magazine and one in the chamber for 
a total of 13 rounds. All other occupants of the Altima were 
also removed and placed into handcuffs. 

Detectives advised Defendant #2 of his rights per Miran- 
da and he stated that he understood. Detectives demanded 
he show his license to carry a firearm and he said he didn’t 
have one and that he was 19 years old. All occupants of 
the Altima were searched. Marijuana was recovered in the 
vehicle. In total, detectives seized approximately $36,000 
in cash which they believed to be proceeds from drug sales. 

Defendant #1, a 24-year-old from Broad Street, Wey- 
mouth was arrested and charged with distribution Class B 


(marijuana). 

Defendant #2, a 19-year-old from Adams Street, Boston, 
was arrested and charged with possession of firearm without 
FID card, possession of a large capacity feeding device, il- 
legal possession of ammunition, possession of Class B, pos- 
session with intent to distribute Class D, and conspiracy to 
violate the Controlled Substance Act. 

The operator of the vehicle, a 20-year-old from Colum- 
bia Street, Dorchester, was arrested and charged with pos- 
session with intent to distribute Class D, operating after 
revocation, and conspiracy to violate the Controlled Sub- 
stance Act. 

The third occupant of the vehicle, a 21-year-old from 
Roxbury, is being summonsed for possession with Intent to 
distribute Class D and conspiracy to violate the Controlled 
Substance Act. 

The fourth occupant of the vehicle, a 20-year-old from 
Dorchester, was released and is not facing charges at this 
time.
